amid the envies and rivalries of the 
old"

munication embodying such a request 
had been forwarded was made yester- 
day by the state department.

that informal assurances had been 
received from the Polish government 
that the Polish armies In their vic- 
torious counter offensive would not 
attempt to convert 
the 
operations 


Ino an aggressive warfare against 
Russia. 


Polish troops at some points al- 


ready have crossed the line laid down 
as Poland's frontier by the supreme 
council, but officials intimated that 
it was not the purpose of the United 
States to check the operations of tha 
Polish army so long as they were of 
a defensive character 
Rather, It 


was said, the communication was dic- 
tated by the desire to prevent Poland 
from putting herself by aggressive 
warfare in a 
position 
where 
she 


might be criticized for obvious en- 
croachment upon Russian territory 
It is expected by officials that once 
the Russian army is put to rout de 
cisivelv Poland will prove her good 
faith by a withdrawal to the line ten- 
tatively fixed by the supreme coun- 
cil.

Civil War Would End if 


People Could Form 


Government. 


(By The Associates Press) 


Sebastopol, Crimea, Aug. 22—Civil 


war in Russia would cease Immed- 
iately if the Russia people were free 
to organize a government according 
to their own wishes, General Baron 
Wrangel, who was recognized as head 
of the South Russian government by 
France a few days ago, declared here 
today. 
They are not able to do this 


at present, he said, because of the 
domination of the soviet leaders 


General 
Wrangel 
expressed 
the 


gratification he felt over the note 
sent to Italy by the United Stat«s 
government relative to the Russian 
Situation. 
He asserted his forces on 


all fronts are well equipped, and that 
the naval arm of the service was at 
last able to assist in the struggle 
against the Bolshevik!. 


General Wrangel, who leaves to- 


morrow to personally direct the or- 
ganization of forces rallying against 
the Bolshevlki, received the corres- 
pondent of The Associated Press at 
his home In this city. 
While h« 


talked, aides and ministers grouped 
about his desk with telegrams and 
reports requiring his consideration, 


APPEALS BY COSSACKS, 


"Ever since the South Russian armv 


honored me by placing itself under 
my command, leaders of various Cos- 
sack organizations have been urging 
us to send expeditions Into the Cau- 
casus and Kuban regions to assist In 
throwing off the tyranny of the Bol- 
shevlki," he said 
"But it was not 


until the last fortnight that It was 
possible to meet their appeals." 


"Various Cossack expeditions we 


have sent to Yeisk and other points 
in Kuban and the Don territory ara 
advancing eastward, 
being heartily 


supported and joined by local Con- 
sacks 
Our navy Is now restored to 


a point where It can effectively sup- 
port our troops and the time Is K>ri>- 
pitous for giving the Don, Kuban, 
\strekan and Terek Cossacks the or- 
ganization needed for utilizing their 
unlimited resources" ' 


(Despatches received since the date 


of this Interview state that Novoros- 
sisk has been captured by the South 
Russian troops) 


RECOGNITION. 


Regarding his recognition by the 


French government. General Wrangel 
said 


"I cannot conceal my surprise, that 


other allies have not given the same 
generous recognition of bloodshed, 
not for Russia alone but to protect 
the entire civilized world against 
plunder, murder and despotism" 


Asked as to the economic future of 


South Russia, Gen Wrangel said' 


CONTROL. OF GRAIN 


"Control of some surplus grain has 


already been gained by our govern- 
ment, and we will soon be able to ex- 
port It as transportation conditions 
are improving. 
When we control 


the Kuban and Don territories, Rus- 
sia's richest grain sections, we will 
be able to export large quantities of 
foodstuffs in exchange for needed 
manufactured articles 
We have al 


ready given France permission to ex- 
port 6,300 tons of grain 
This per- 


mission was given ai an expression 
of our appreciation of the gracious 
action of France In extending recog- 
nition to our government. 


OVERESTIMATE BOLSHEVIKI. 
Gen Wrangel Insisted the Bolshe- 


vlki military and political strength 
was 
greatly 
overestimated 
Even 


when working as a subordinate to 
General Denlkln, he urged that an 
undemocratic government, such 
as 


that led by Nikolai Lenlne, could not 
live in Russia because the peasants 
would not tolerate It indefinitely, and 
he declared today he was still of 
the same opinion 


Like nearly all Russian officers, 


General Wrangel has his hair clipped 
short for summer comfort, and this 
accentuated the length of his slender, 
sensitive face. 
He Is six feet tall, 


and looks even taller In the skirted

published, must end this silence. 


LEAGUE SHOCKED. 


The Anti-Saloon League itself has 


lot been wholly free from politics 
n this matter. The leaders of the 
\ntl-Saloon league were present at 
San Francisco. They saw what was 
.one to Bryan and what was done to 
heir dry plank. They saw the "wet" 
orces gloat over the nomination ot 
ox. In fact the Anti-Saloon League 
eaders were deeply shocked by the 
ompleteness of the "wet" triumph 
at San Francisco. Within three days 
afte» the San Francisco convention 
Ex-Congressman Hobson, who had 
ilmself -made 
appassionato "dry" 


plea to the convention, sent a tele- 
rram to Governor Cor, saying "Dry 
orces are restive—national officers 
of anti-saloon league here have asked 
me to get statement from you. They 
cite that Harding voted for Volstead 
Act. 
Could you glvo me clear state- 


nt of your being opposed to fed- 


eral authorization of increasing al- 
coholic content. This would save to 
democracy millions of voters 
who 


hold this question above party suc- 
cess." 


COX SILENT. 


This telegram was sent to Cox on 


July 8. So far it has not been ans- 
wered. There is good reason to be- 
ieve that the Democrats have been 
relying upon certain members of their_ 
party, who are powerful In the Anti- 
Saloon League to keep the league 
from taking any action \tfilch would 
do harm to Cox. On th« other hand, 
the. Republicans among the Anti-Sa- 
loon League leaders have been try- 
ing to persuade the organization to 
be friendly to Harding. The end of 
this pulling and hauling wilhin Anti- 
Saloon League circles has been a 
compromise on the plan of merely 
printing the records of the two men 
and letting those records speak for 
themselves. 


WILL BRING ALIGNMENT. 


These records will be out In a few 


days. Meantime It is entirely safe to 
say that before the end of the cam- 
paign Harding, whether it helps or 
hurts him in Ohio, will be identified 
with the "drys" and will get both the 
advantages and the disadvantages of 
that position while Cox will be iden 
titled with the "wets" and will get 
both the advantages and disadvan- 
tages of thv position. 


On this point there Is already evi- 


dence from those newspapers and 
propaganda organs which are the of- 
ficial representatives of the "wet" 
forces. Ono of these, The National 
Beverages Journal, "devoted to the 
interest of 'drinks, eats, smok.es,'" 


in one of its Issues last month carried 
on Its first page a photograph ot 
Cox over the caption, "The Next 
President of the United States." In 
the same issue this liquor journal 
paid Its respects to Harding in these 
words: 


"Harding and Coolidge seem to be a 


pretty dry- crowd if all that is said 
about them be true, and we think 
it is—Harding's record in Ohio has 
always been dry. When he ran for 
governor, we made a strong organ- 
ized fight against him, and Judson 
Harmon, our candidate, defeated him 
by a large majority. 


"Harding Is iry all over, so much 


for Jellyfish Harding." 


This would seem to be picturesque 


evidence from a 
highly competent 


•witness as to Harding's dryness. 


In the same way the wetness of 


Cox is certified by another of these 
liquor organs, which calls itself Jus- 
tice, "Official Organ of the Retail 
and Wholesale Liquor Interests of 
New Jersey. 


This paper in one of Us July issues, 


carries several articles under char- 
acteristic headlines. 
One headline 


speaks of "Cox's big 'wet' victory." 
Another says, "Bryan, the barnacle, 
badly beaten." 
Still another head 


line says "Organized Trade ready for 
the big fight." 


This paper's article on the cam 


paign reads In part: 


"VICTORY" FOR LIBERALS. 


"The 
nomination of 
Governor 


James M. Cox of Ohio by the Demo- 
crats ss their candidate for presi- 
dent is an out and out victory for 
the liberty-loving people of the coun- 
try who are termed the 'wets.' His 
election to the presidency of the Unit- 
ed States will be the crowning vic- 
tory In the people's war against pro- 
hibition. Governor Cox Is an enemy 
of prohibition. He is opposed to its 
un-American 
principle.

Cox won in spite of the Anti-Saloon

Tour correspondent's attention was

made of the articles I have quoted 
from and is about to circulate them 
in the campaign. Of course, it would 
not be fair either to Harding or Cox 
to accept as necessarily accurate the 
description of their views given by 
these wholly 
unauthorized papen. 


But what is clear Is that neither Cox 
nor Harding can afford to let this 
sort of Irresponsible statement 
of 


their views be widely distributed as 
campaign literature without them- 
selves stating just what their posi- 
tions are. 


SHOW-DOWN COMING. 


This applies more, to Cox than to 


Harding. 
By flection day Cox will 


run the risk of being considered to 
be in favor of the extreme "wet" 
position of ropealing the eighteenth 
amendment, unless In the meantime 
he tells the public exactly what de- 
gree of "wetness" he does stand for. 
And Harding and the Republicans 
cannot possibly continue in the fatu- 
ous hope of not offending either the 
"wets" or the "drys."

More than 
three-fourths of all the cases occur 
between the sixth and fifteenth year 
of age. The disease Is more fre- 
quent in high-strung excitable, nerv- 
ous children, as contrasted with the 
dull and phlogarrtic.

of the disease is not yet 
clearly 


known 
Some authorities believe 


it to be an infection; that is, a dis- 
ease due to some germ. The disease 
usually ends in recovery in from

ture Fifteen Years'. 


Traer, la., Aug. 26—James Wilson, 


former secretary of the department 
of agriculture, died here 
at 11 a. 


m. today. 


James Wilson was head of the De- 


partment of Agriculture 
for fifteen 


years, during which he contributed 
largely to the phenomenal agricul- 
tural 
development of the 
United 


States, His long service in the Cab- 
inet constituted a record. 
Albert 


Gallatin, once Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, had previously held the record 
with service of nearly thirteen years. 


Mr. Wilson was an Iowa farmer. 


Born August 16,1835, he was the son 
of a Scotchman, who left Ayrshire, 
Scotland in 1SB2 to settle his family 
n the United States. Near the pres- 
ent town of Traer, la., the family 
founded the new home, and in that 
neighborhood the son James began 
farming on his own account as early 
as 1861, and at the same time began 
his political career with election 1,0 
the Iowa State Legislature. In 1872 
he v\as sent to congress and served 
in all three terms. He was regent 
of the Iowa State University from 
1870 to 1874. and for six years prior 
to becoming Secretary of Agriculture 
he was director of the State Experi- 
ment Station and Professor of Agri- 
culture at the Iowa State Agricul- 
tural college. His application of sci- 
ence to agricultural practice brcmght 
him to such national prominence that 
President McKinley made him Sec- 
retary of Agriculture March 4, 1897.
